The Boston communist, execu- 


tive secretary of the communist 
party in New England, refused 
to answer a single committee ques- 
tion unless he was given permis- 
sion to read a resolution which he 
said 10,000 citizens of Massachu- 
setts had adopted in the Boston 
arena last Sunday. 
"I will not answer a single ques- 


tion until you listen to the volco 
of the American people," the com- 
munist official shouted, his black 
eyes flashing. 


Chairman Dies (D-Tex) of the 


investigation group refused per- 
mission to read the resolution, and 
Frankfeld roared: 
"Do you mean to silence tho 


voices of 10,000 Americans?" 
Dies banged for order, rebuked 


the witness for making such state- 
ments, turned to committee mem- 
bers for a moment and then an- 
nounced the contept citation. 


"The American people will issue 


a writ of habeas corpus against 
you," 
Frankfeld shouted as Dies 


ordered him from 
the 
witness 
stand. 


The pudgy communist turned to 


the press table nearby and hastily 
distributed copies of the resolu- 
tion ho had tried to read. 


Someone in the audience shouted: 
"Put him out of here; the dirty 
rat!" 


Frankfeld walked from the room 


with a capitol policeman. 
Smiling broadly outside, he told 


reporters he had

Dies denied he ordered the wit- 
ness ejected. 


Frankfeld was the fourth com-

WASHINGTON, April 4.— 


The Biblical idea of storing- crop 
surpluses for use in years of lean 
production—around which present 
federal farm programs were built 
—is paying millions of dollars in 
cash dividends to farmers this sea- 
son. 


Millions of bushels of wheat and 


thousands of bales of cotton are 
moving into trade channels from 
warehouses and elevators, where 
they were stored In 1938 and 1939 
under the "ever-normal granary" 
system. 
Each bushel of wheat puts from 


5 to 18 cents into the pockets of 
the farmer who placed It in stor- 
age, the amount depending on the 
grade and Its storage location with 
reference to 
terminal 
markets. 


Likewise, each bait of cotton nets 


the producer from 50 cents to $7.50, 
the-amount again depending on the 
grade and location. 


An Improvement In demand and 


a decrease in supplies this season, 
resulting in Improved prices for 
these crops, are the major factors 
which make profit-selling of the 
stored products possible, 


Farm offllcals 
were quick to 


claim success for the program on 
the basis of these extra returns 
to growers. Critics, on the other 
hand, contend that storage of crop 
surpluses under above-the-market 
loans tended to place American 
products at disadvantage In foreign 
markets and thereby retarded ex- 
ports further 
complicating 
the 


surplus. 
Opponents also contend that the 


storage program made farm pro- 
ducts cost American consumers 
more than they otherwise would.

One of tho most striking fea- 
tures of this change Is that it 
is the result of an insistent pub- 
lic demand that Churchill be giv- 
en greater scope for his ability. 
Rarely indeed does such a situ- 
ation arise. 


Beyond this the cabinet change 
has no special significance in tho 
sense that an immediate change

COMMISSION ORDEfi 
FOR OPERATION OF 
PULLMANSJET ASIDE 


ORDER 
REQUIRING 
CON- 


DUCTOR BE IN CHARGE AND 
REGULATING RATES INVALID 


AUSTIN, April 4.—(fP)—An order 


of the state railroad commission 
requiring that all Pullman cars 
operated in Texas must beln charge 
of a Pullman conductor and regu- 
lating transportation rates on such 
cars was set aside today by a 
throe-judge federal court. 


The order was attacked In an 


Injunction suit brought 
by 
tho 


Pullman company, joined by Tex- 
as railroads and the case was 
heard by a throe-Judge court here 
after the plaintiffs-had been grant- 
ed a temporary restraining order. 


Plaintiffs contended the railroad 


commission's order was not under 
any authority granted by statute 
and in so far as It related to trans- 
portation rates was void because 
it was issued without notice of 
hearing provided by law. They 
further complained it was unjust 
and conflscatory. 


Tho court found from evidence 
that 16 or 17 routes exist where 
Pullman coaches are in charge of 
a porter but in most cases they 
wero of short distance and invari- 
ably occur where only one pull- 
man car Is attached to a train. 


Tho general control of tho Pull- 


man coach and passengers In such 
cases is lodged with the railroad 
conductor, the court further held. 
On trains where two or more Pull- 
man cars aro operated they aro 
In charge of a Pullman conductor 
subject, however, to the train con- 
ductor. 
' 


The tribunal 
found that the 


commission "els no authority eith- 
er by implication or common law 
but Is given authority by statute 
to correct abuses. It added Texas 
courts have been uniform In hold- 
Ing that abuses must be defined 
by law, 


"There is no Texas statute which 


forb'ds the operation of a train 
carrying a Pullman car without 
a Pullman conductor," the opinion 
said, "nor is there any statute 
.which defines such action as an 
abuse. 
The log! .laturo has fixed 


the necessary members of a train 
crow and a Pullman conductor Is 
not Included."

HAS BECOME OUR DAY'S VOGUE* 


Strange Contemporary Popularity of Social 


Reformers Who Lived Eight Centuries Be- 
fore Christ—Amos' Stern Appeal for Social 
Justice—Leaders Spring From Soil. 


By WILLIAM T. ELLIS 


On the little strip of land along 
the eastern shore of the Mediter- 
ranean 
extending from what Is 


now the Suez Canal up to the Leb- 
anon Mountains, the world's three 
monotheistic religions arose—Jud- 
aism, Christianity and Mohamme- 
danism. These masterful 
faiths 


were not the products of the In- 
tellectual brilliance of Alexandria 
or Athens or Rome. Their found- 
ers were common men, trained by 
life close to the soil. Moses was 
a shepherd; Jesus wai a carpen- 
ter, and Mohammed was a camel- 
driver. 
As we take up a new course of 
lessons In the Hebrew prpohets, we 
pause to consider the springs of 
profound religious feeling, the soil 
of great 
revelations 
concerning 


the Infinite. 
For most of the 


prophets were, like Moses and Je- 
sus and Mohammed, men out of 
the common life. Thinkers, dream- 
ers, brooders they piled the lowly 
tasks of ordinary men, while their 
minds went searching and soaring 
after the profoundest truths. To 
this day the most devout persons 
are not cloistered saints, but work- 
inemen and women, to whom God 
Is real. The most active and spir- 
itual movements of our times are 
not In the universities or In liter- 
ary circles, but down among the 
people who toll, where Jesus found 
His first disciples. 


' The Flncher of Flgi 


Of this sort was Amos, who to- 


sociologlsts 
and 
preachers. 
To 
read current religious' and "re- 
form," literature one might sup- 
pose that Amos was a new star 
who had suddenly burst upon the 
literary firmament; and that his 
teachings had come Into existence 
about the time of the "new Deal." 
As a matter of fact, Amos Is 
the earliest of the writing pro- 
phets of the Hebrews, He lived 
In the eighth 
century 
before 


Christ. These "new" social teach- 
ings of his have been In the Old 
Testament all the while. His pres- 
ent vogue Is simply another in- 
stance of the world's catching up 
with the Bible. 
Our "highbrows" 


have become disciples of an un- 
couth man of the desert who dared 
fling unwelcome truths Into the 
faces of the mighty. Always the 
great simplicities and integrities 
of life are clearest to the plain 
people. 
We know nothing about Amos 


except what Is told In the book 
that bears his name. There Is no 
trace of his ancestry; he emerged 
from the undistinguished common 
people. He was a common laborer, 
with two seasonable occupations, 
herding the sheep and pinching 
the sycomore figs to Increase their 
fertilization. The sycomore (spell- 
ed with an o, Mr. Printer) is not 
our sycamore, but a poor variety 
of fig vtroe. ,1 have seen Arabs 
climbing the branches of the syco- 
more, doing the work at which 
Amos was skilled. 


His home was the desert and 


hills of Tekoa, a dozen miles to 
the southeast of Jerusalem. From 
the walls of the city one may 
look down upon this bleak and 
barren country, commonly called 
"the wilderness." It was In a stern 
school that Amos learned his les- 
sons.

DELEGATES DIOCESAN 
COUNCIL BELD FIRST 
SESSIONWEDNESDAY 


OPENING ADDRESS MADE BY 


BISHOP HARRY T. MOORE 


OF DALLAS 


Christian churches 
today 
are 


subject to criticism because the 
Individual members are not willing 
to pay tho price of effective dlsci- 


* !Shlp and 
naturally groups of 


such Individuals will fall short of 
reaching the perfection expected 
of such establishments built on di- 
vine foundations, the Right Rev 
Harry T. Moore, bishop of the dio- 
cese 01 Dallas, told the diocesan 
council and visitors In his address 
opening the annual convention in 
St. John's Episcopal church at 11 
o'clock Wednesday morning. Tht 
bishop Insisted no church could be- 
come a properly effective fores un- 
til Its members solved the problems 
of their own individual relation- 
ships. 


The annual convention of the 


Episcopal churches in North and 
East Texas, delayed from January, 
was appropriately inaugurated at 
10 o'clock 
Wednesday 
morning 


with a choral celebration of the 
Holy Eucharist. Bishop Moore was 
the celebrant, assisted by the Rev. 
H. J. Ellis, rector-emeritus of Cor- 
sicana, as gospeler; the Rev. Ber- 
tram L. Smith of Christ Church of 
Dallas, as epiatoler; and the Rev. 
C. R. Hadcn, Jr., rector of St. 
John's of Coralcana as server. 
Inspirational Appeal. 


Bishop Moore's address, recount- 


ing briefly the achievements of the 
past fiscal period and setting out 
the objectives for the new period, 
was concluded with a stirring in- 
spirational appeal for Individual ro- 
dcdicatlon, and closing the morning 
session of tho convention. Lunch- 
con for tho delegates and visitors 
was served In the parish hall. 


During the afternoon, the actual 


business of tho conference which 
Included reports from various com- 
mittees and departments, budget 
recommendations and other simi- 
lar items started at 2 o'clock In St. 
John's church. Delegates to the 
annual meeting of 
the 
Woman's 


Auxiliary began their separate ses- 
sions In the First Baptist church 
at the same time. 


Well over 160 delegates and vis- 


itors had registered before noon 
Wednesday and additional repre- 
sentatives were expected later in 
the day. Almost every clergyman 
In the diocese was reported in at- 
tendance and the final registrations 
were expected to pass the two hun- 
dred mark. 


The diocesan convention proper 


was preceded by the twentieth an- 
nual meeting of the Daughters of 
the King on Tuesday. At the uusl- 
ness session on Tuesday afternoon 
:ho following officers were named: 
president, Mrs. A, H. Fllckwir of 
Fort Worth re-elected; first vice- 
president, Mrs. H. E. Gould of 
Wichita Falls; second vice-presi- 
dent, Miss 
Marjorie, 
Weldon of 


Texarkana; secretary, Mrs. J. W. 
Cheanault of Fort Worth, treas- 
urer, Mrs. Delbert Willis of Dal- 
las.The bishop's address Included the 
•ollowing statistics for the year: 
Churches consecrated 1, institu- 
tions of clergy 1, lay readers licens- 
ed 27, baptisms 15, confirmations 
427, marriages 10, burials 10. 
Bishop Moore opened his address 


as follows: 
"Brethren Beloved: 
"I consider it a great privilege 


;hat I am, at this time, permitted 
;o welcome you to the hospitable 
fireside of the family of St. John's 
parish In this lovely city of Corsl- 
cana. In the first place It pleases 
me to once again sec my diocesan 
family, at least in representation, 
gathered round me; and again it Is 
i satisfaction to me, and I am sure 
:o you also, that we are privileged 
Lo come together in a parish church 
which has had as much to do with 
ihe span of life of our church in 
North Texas and which has con- 
tributed so much to the upbuilding 
of our diocese as has this blessed 
parish of St. John's. 
"As we give tnought to the past 
history of the parish wo shall find 
that Its name does not appear in 


the Hats of organized congrega- 
tions at Bishop Garrott's Primary 
Convocation In 1876, although the 
name of E, J. Simklns does appear 
as a delegate from Corslcana. It li 
also stated In the journal of that 
year that Corslcana owned a lot 
worth $150 which was held In the 
name of Mr. Simklns. In tho rec- 
ord of the convocation of 1876 we 
find that the mission was formally 
organized under the name of St. 
John's and we further assume that 
a church had been built, for In his 
address of 1876 we read this com- 
ment, quite characteristic of the 
old bishop. Ho says, 'St John's, 
Corslcana, has a building three feet 
wider than St. Luke's, Denlson, but 
this Is hardly sufficient reason for 
allowing the small debt of $2.60 
much longer to retard Its consecra- 
tion.' The Rev. James J. Vaulx is 
named as the first rector. * • *." 
Praised Local Parish 
The bishop then praised the Cor- 
slcana parish for Its efforts in its 
own and other fields declaring "to- 
day St John's stands In this fair 
city well equipped and ablo to do 
Its part fn every branch of our 
Christian service." 
Tho presiding- official paid tri- 


bute to many leaders in church af- 
fair" contributed by the local par- 
ish which Included the late Mr. 
Slmklns, Charles H. Allyn, William 
H. Hastings, 
William 
Mowlam, 
Frank Williams, and Charles H, 
Mills. He also briefly commented 
on the loss of outstanding church 
leaders during tho past year in- 
cluding William Temple of 
St. 
James parish, Texarkana, Mrs. Wil- 
liam Belsterllng of Cathedral par- 
ish of Dallas, and Mr. Evers of 
Denton, benefactor of St Barnabas 
mission, 
• 


Under the head of diocesan af- 
fairs, Bishop .Moore pointed out 
that building plans had been com- 
pleted for the student center at 
Denton, and there was now'a cha- 
pel, parish house and rectory, fin- 
ished and equipped. He also con- 
gratulated the leaders and workers 
In the department of Religious Edu- 
cation and recalled two successful 
camps .were conducted last year. 
Ho stated that last week he took 
part In tho consecration service for 
the St. Andrew's parish church in 
Fort Worth, one of tho finest in 
the diocese, and also remarked tho 
parish was the only one In Dallas 
or Fort Worth entirely free of debt 


Mission Program 
He remarked on progress of tho 
mission program, pointing to num- 
erous advances, but said none jus- 
tified change in their -status at 
present. Ho reported total contri- 
butions to missions in tho diocese 
warf in excess of $12,000. Ha recom- 
mended to the diocese that tho 
missionary budget for 1940 be left 
at the same total figures, but asked 
tho individual parishes where pos- 
sible to make additional contribu- 
tions to tho fund. 


Under tho head of gifts, the 


bishop reported a donation of a 
lot and an amount of cash for the 
department of religious education 
in tho diocese, as well as a check 
for $11,000 to be applied on tho dlo- 
coso endowment fund by Georgo 
Boggs of Fort Worth. Ho also paid 
tribute to tho work of the Woman's 
Auxiliary. 


Turning to tho Inspirational por- 


tion of his message, Bishop Moore 
pointed to the great amount of cri- 
ticism which ia being directed to- 
ward the church today. He pointed 
out moat critics assumed there was 
a power in the world today which 
should and could solve problems 
of the world and Its society but 
that power is not so operating. 


He charged most critics should 
make a distinction between the rea- 
son for the criticism and the fact. 
He insisted that tho greatest power 
In tho world today was the Chris- 
tian 
church 
founded 
upon 
the 
teachings of Christ, but admitted 
tho visible results of the visible 
church wore not in keeping with 
its dlvino character and spiritual 
origin. 


He then made his plea for In- 


dividual reconsccration. The bishop 
said that he did not feel Inclined 
to discuss any of the national or 
International ills of today feeling 
that no proper solution of them 
could bo found until individuals re- 
turned to true Christian living,

The Dardanelles campaign was 
one of the great military trag- 
edies of generations. 
Churchill 


had conceived the idea of forc- 
ing the Straits with naval ves- 
sels and troops, thereby severing 
Turkey from her Germanic allies 
and gaining control of this stra- 
tegic waterway. 
Experts agreed 
that if this plan succeeded 
it 


would shorten the 
war 
greatly 
and save untold lives. 


But disaster followed. 
The al- 


lied fleet 
finally withdrew. Al- 


lied soldiers perished 
by thous- 


ands, many of them rotting 
on 


the sands under blazing skies, 
because of lack of hospital equip- 
ment. 


All this was laid to Churchill 


by his enemies. 
Now, however, 
the experts mostly agree that 
the plan was a magnificent one 
and that it failed 
through no 


fault of Churchill but because of 
circumstances over which he had 
no control on the ground. 


Churchill's 
appointment opens 
up a new and intensely interest- 
ing phase of the war. 
From tho 
standpoint of Germany he is tho 
most dangerous man who 
oould 


be given this power of laying 
plana to circumvent the enemy. 
Herr Hitler Is well aware

this, which may acount in good 
part for his intense hatred of the 
Englishman.

COLLEGE STATION, April 4.— 


(Spl.)—Texas cotton farmers har- 
vested 77.3 percent of their 1939 


, crop by picking as compared with 
71.7 per cent in 1938 and 61.5 In 
1937.There was a corresponding drop 
In the percentages snapped, sled- 
ded and gathered as hollies. 


The figures for 1939 are 20 per- 
cent snapped and 2.6 percent har- 
vested as hollies. Only 1,314 bales 
—less than one-tenth of one per- 
cent of the 1939 crop—were har- 
vested by sledding. 


The 1938 percentages were 34.4 
snapped, ,3 percent sledded, and 
3.6 gathered as hollies. For 1937 
figures showed 30.5 percent snap- 
ped, 
.5 sledded, and 7.5 percent 


harvested as hollies. 
The past year also saw 87 Texas 


Dinners add seed cotton driers to 
their equipment to bring the total 
number In use at gins to 372, of 
which 44 were of the homemade 
type, F. E. Lichte, cotton gin spe- 
cialist of the *Texas A, and M. 
Extension Service, noted In his 


. annual report. 
Lichte says, however, that Im- 


provements In gin equipment can- 


- not take care of slovenly harvest-

TRAP KNOCKS HORN 


FLIES OFF CATTLE, 


THEN CATCHES 'EM 


. 
COLLEGE STATION, April 4.— 


• (Spl.)—"The horn files were bad 
' and the cattle were nearly crazy. 


Out of the brush comes an old 
cow at a dead run. She heads for 
the trap, 
ROCS through It, and 
starts grazfng easy on the other 
side." 
That is an example of the stories 


going the rounds about the new 
horn fly trap designed by W. G. 
Bruce of the USDA Bureau of 
Entomology and Plant Quaran- 
tine and tested experimentally on 
several Texas ranches. 


The traj< resembles a carnival 
"crazy 
house" and 
Is 
placed 


where cattle must pass through it 
on their way to water and In 
similar locations. 


Weighted flaps knock off the 


flies and traps—placed to take ad- 
vantage of the Insect's habit of 
flying to the side when disturbed- 
catch them. 


There has been no difficulty In 
familiarizing 
livestock with the 
trap. Once the flica become an- 
noying, the cattle soon learn to 
make for the trap.

INTERESTING FACTS 


In connection with the observ- 


ance on April 6, of the 7th anni- 
versary 
of the establishment of 


the Civilian Conservation Corps. 
R. C. Jernlgan, superintendent ot 
the Corslcana CCC camp, announc- 
ed Thursday that 174 farmers lo- 
cated In the camp work area, have 
installed or are in the process of 
establishing complete soil and wa- 
ter conservation farming systems 
on 33,818 acres of land. 


Mr. Jernlgan 
said that 
those 
farmers have retired from cultiva- 
tion approximately 4,834 acres of 
land. 
Some of it was so badly 
eroded that it could not be profit- 
ably used for the production of 
clean-tilled crops. Other acres re- 
tired were located on slopes too 
steep for safe cultivation and some 
of the land was composed of soils 
so easily eroded by rainfall run- 
off as to be left without a protective 
covering of vegetation, 


As a result of this land retire- 


ment pasture area on the 174 farms 
has been increased from 9,452 acrea 
to 14,287 acres, thereby insuring 
erosion control and a more prof- 
itable utilization of the land. 


Meadows Are Established 


Mr. 'Jernlgan also pointed 
out 


that farmers have utilized idle as 
well as retired land through the 
establishment 
of 
hay-producing 


meadows. Meadow area on the 
174 farms having been Increased 
from 208 to 307 acres. Some of 
these meadows have been estab- 
lished along natural drains by re- 
moving brush, weeds and sprouts 
and sodding and 
seeding 
with 


bermuda grass and 
little 
blue 


stem. Many of the meadows serve 
the three purposes of controlling 
erosion, producing a hay crop and 
providing a safe outlet for 
field 


drainage water. 


Cultivated land on the conser- 
vation treated farms has been re- 
duced from 19,633 to 16,035 acres, 
and on the remainder In cultiva- 
tion the erosion control practices 
of contour cultivation, strip crop- 
ping, terracing, crop rotations and 
cover crops are being used to in- 
sure the retention of productive 
top soil and the maintenance of 
soil fertility. 


"Contour rows form tiny dams 


on the level of the land to slow 
the rate of flow of rainfall run- 
off. 
Strip crops, bands of close 


growing, fibrous-rooted crops, al- 
so planted on the contour spread 
out rainfall run-off, cause It 
to 


slacken speed and catch and filter 
silt washed from the clean tilled 
intervals on the field," Mr. Jernl- 
gln pointed out. These two prac- 
tices are backed up by terraces 
where needed to insure the safe 
and orderly drainage from 
the 


fields of excess water. Cover crops 
of legumes and small grain plant- 
ed on the land in the fall protect 
the soil from the erosive action 
of heavy winter and early spring 
rains. When turned under green 
in the spring, they add organic 
matter to the soil and help the 
growth of crops that follow. 
Timber Is Protected 


Mr. Jernigan said also that the 


farmers who have Installed com- 
plete 
conservation 
systems 
on 


their land with the assistance of 
technicians of soil 
conservation 


service and CCC enrollecs, are now 
protecting 697 acres of farm wood- 
lands fro mfire and grazing to in- 
sure a plentiful supply of wood 
products for consumption or sale 
on the commercial market. 


Tho Corslcana CCC camp 
will 


observe the seventh anniversary of 
the founding of the corps on Sat- 
urday, April 6.
